ON DEATH BED. 


ECCENTRIC TRIES TO BREAK SI- 
‘LENCE OF THREE YEARS. 


Who Suffered Financial Reverses, 
to Faithful Sister Who Ministered 
te Him, Are inarticulate—Remark- 
able Story of Pride Galled by Loss.

SOMMERVILLE (N. J.) July 13.— 
Charlies Hoffman who has not spoken 
a word for three years, according to 
his neighbors, is dead. He passed 
away last night without breaking the 
‘silence which he had preserved so long, 
Just before he died he maje_an effort 
to speak te his devoted sister, Mrs. 
Margaret Lane, who has cared for him 
in his lonely house throughout his ec- 
centric career. The attempt failed, ow- 
ing either to weakness or to the fact 
that he had lost the power of articula- 
tion. 

Hoffman was 67 years old. He was 
one of five sons of a prosperous farmer. 
The other four are living and are prom- 
inent in their communities, 
spent his early life like his brothers on 
his father’s farm. At the age of 30 
he possessed a farm and owned a fine 
team of horses of which he was very 
proud. He was fond of society and at- 
tended all the social gatherings of his 
commun! *y. ¢ 

Then misfortune, overtook him. He 
lost his farm and finally his pet team. 
He went to bed and turned his ‘ace 
to the wall and for a long time re- 
fused to eat or speak. 

Food was left on a table near his 
bed and when he was nearly starved 
he arose one night, ate a meal and 
took a stroll out of doors. He con- 
tinued a number of years to rise each 
night, eat and take a short walk in 
his garden. One winter night more 
than fifteen years ago, he slipped on t 
ice and broke an arm while walking 
his garden in the dark. .After that ac- 
cident he never left his bed. 

Whether Hoffman was insane was 
never determined although he had been 
examined by’ many physicians with .a 
view to determining his mental con- 
dition. His continued silence baffled 


Physicians had been expecting Hoff- 
man to die every year for the last 
decade from sheer inactivity. His vi- 
tality for a number of years had been 
so low that at times his heart almost 
failed to beat and for several days be- 
fore his death his attendant physician 
could not detect any pulse.

PARIS, July 13.--{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) Aré sun spots making America 
sweliter and sizzle while Europe shiv- 
ers with unprecedented rains, floods 
and cold? 

Paris scientiste are uncertain, but 
they have their suspicions. 

In view of the fact that the Seine 
is giving Paris ahother inundation 
seare, partly stopping river naviga- 
tien, that intense cold prevails in 
Christiania. Norway, that snow has 
falien in the Black Forest in Germany, 
and that there are fioods in several! 
parts of Eastern Europe, the corre- 
spondenf of the Los Angeles Times 
sought Prof. Charlies Nordmann and 
asked him what théories of the Paris 
observatory staff were concerning the 
weather. 3 

“The atmosphere,” he replied, “pre- 
serves a balance. When there is a low 
pressure in Europe, the pressure in 
America is naturally high, but what 
makes pressure variations we do not 
know. Possibly it is the sun spots.” 

“It appears. that sun spots are the 
ee of astronomy,” it was sug- 


“The sun spots are not responsible 
for everything.” said Prof. Nordmann. 
“The direct cause of the present un- 
usual situation is the continued west 
wind, which is bringing the sea mois- 
ture away from Amertea toward Eu- 
rope, where the atmosphere is already 
saturated. But what causes the west 
wind is unknown.” 

“It may be that the sun makes the 
wind, too,” it was suggested. 

“It may be,” admitted the scientist.

afternoon.. 


trict Court of Appeal, passed away 
at his home, No. 225 Andrews boule- 
vard, yesterday afternoon. Acute bowel 
trouble is the cause assigned by Dra. 
Lewis and Kirkpatrick. who attended 
Justice Taggart in his last iliness. 
Death was very sudden, following upon 
barely a week's sickness. 

Justice Taggart leaves behind him a 
iong and creditable record on the 
bench, having been one of the best- 
known members of legal circles in 
Southern California. He was noted 
for the clarity and justice of his judg- 
ments, and for the sound conservatism 
of the rulings which he handed down. 

His associates speak of. him as a 
man of the highest ideals, an inde- 
fatigable and conscientious worker, and 
a profound jurist, of a singleness of 
mind directed solely to the finding and 
the rendering of justice. 

He was bern in Parkersburg, W. 
Va., February 24, 1859, and was a 
@raduate of the College of West Vir- 
ginia, After two years’ experience as 
a merchant in Cincinnat!, he removed 
to California in 1881,~where he studied 
law and was admitted the bar in 
1885. marriage to Miss Katherine 
Payne of Santa Barbara followed two 
years later. In that city he made 
his home for a number of years.

RAILROADS WILL CO-OPERATE 
WITH RANCHMEN, | 


California Fruit Growers Exchange 
of This City Notified by Santa Fe 
That it Will Assist in Getting Back 
' the Extra Fifteen Cents Charged in 
the East. 


The -railroads will not only abide by 
the ruling of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission in the lemon rate cases, 
but they will assist the shippers in 
getting back the extra 15 cents a 160 
pounds, which some of the eastern 
lines collected before the commission 
made its ruling. Edward Chambers, 
traffic manager of the Santa Fé, yes- 
térday notified the California Fruit 
Growers’ Exchange of this decision 
of the railroads. 

The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion handed down its decision in the 
rate cases ten days ago, but until yes- 
terday the shippers did not know 
whether the railroade would accept 
the ruling of the commission or would 
carry the case into the courts. Cham- 
bers’'s announcement settles the mat- 
ter, however, and it is not believed

The rate of $1 per 100 pounds holds 
on all lemons shipped to Missouri 
River points or beyond. With this 
rate fn force, the annual freight bill 
of the California lemon growers 
amounts to about $1.694,000. 

In discussing the action of the rall- 
roads, President Story of the Califor- 
hia Fruit Growers’ Exchange, said 
yesterday: 

“I believe that the fixing of the rate 
on lemons at $1, together with the in- 
creased tariff protection given lemon 
growers, wil! have a salutary effect 
upon the industry. The duty on lem- 
ons is now one and a half cents a 
pound. I expect such an increase In 
the industry that within a very few 
years California will supply almost 
ali of the lemons consumed in the 
United States. 

“At a somewhat later period, I be- 
lieve that competition among growers 
will give the consumer lemons at a 
price less than has been the average 
during the last few years, .This has 
been the case with oranges. Actually, 
today, the consumer gets a better or- 
ange for less money than was the case

In Preserving Time. | 

One of my friends, who is a real 
housekeeper, and rather conspicuous 
as such in these days of the “‘little pa- 
per bag.”’ takes much pride in her pre- 
serve closet, filling it as conscientious- 
ly as though there were no such thing 
as canned or preserved fruits on the 
market. When I visit at her house I 
am glad of her seeming obliviousness, 
for certainly no “machine-made” pre- 
serves or condiments can equal hers. 
' The other day I found her right in 
her element in “putting up” not only 
the usual fruits but-in devising novel. 
ties. Among other “conserves,” as 
she called them, wer “conserved car- 
rots.” This is the way in which she 
proceeded, as she explained. Wash and 
scrape half a dozen firm, highly colored 
carrots ard put th-m through the food 
chopper, cutting as small as peas. Boll 
for haif an hour in plenty of clear 
water, salting lightly, Drain.and to 
each pint add two cups of light brown 
sugar and the juice and half the grated 
rind of a lemon or a sour orange. Cook 
slowly for one and one-half hours or 
until clear, adding a very little water 
if necessary. For those who like a 
rich sweetmeat of a foreign flavor this 
is an agreeable novelty. It has little, 
if any, of the taste of the vegetable, 
and, in®* fact, one could not possibly 
guess the ingredients. 

My friend adds to plum preserves a 
few raisins and the pulp of an orange. 
In canning blackberries or huckleber- 
ries she adds a stalk or two of rhu- 
barb to each quart of the berries for 
flavor and to préserve the color.

LOS ANGELES PACIFIC. 


Announcement is Made That the 
Betterment and Reconstruction Is 
to Begin Tomorrow—Bids Opened 
for New Pier Between Marine Street 
and Pier Avenue. 


SANTA MONICA, July 13.—The Los 
Angeles Pacific announces the appoint- 
ment of E. C. Johnson as chief engineer 
in charge of the maintenance of way 
and construction of roadway and build- 
ings. Mr. Johnson comes to the trolley 
line from the Southern Pacific. H. W. 
Gorham has also been named as suc- 
cessor to J. J. Haisch, roadmaster. 
Simultaneously the statement is given 
out that active work of betterment and 
reconstruction will be commenced Fri- 
day. 
Large forces of laborers are being 
employed and the officials of the South- 
ern Pacific are authority for the state- 
ment that their Los Angeles Pacific 
electric line is to be converted into the 


United States. Gravel and crushed 
rock are already being delivered along 
the roadway and the tracks are to re- 
ceive substantial ballasting and sur- 
facing, before the four-tracking is ac- 
complished or before the actual work 
of digging the subway is commenced. 
BIDS FOR NEW PIER. 
The Horseshoe Pier and Amusement 
Company has opened bids for the con- 
struction of the proposed reinforced 
concrete pier that is to go out for a 
distance of 1000 feet from the foot of 
Marine street and Pier avenue, occu- 
pying the entire space between the two 
streets, projected in the ocean. C. W. 
Cobaley was the lowest bidder, his fig- 
ure being in round numbers. $17500. 
F. V. Dunham, in charge of the con- 
struction work, says the contract will 
be awarded to Cobaley, for work to be 
commenced September 1. The pier will 


be of concrete, octagonal in shape. 
This contract is preliminary to others 
that are to follow. The estimated cost

FOR MOUNTAIN WATER. 
The City Council having been ask- 
ing that this city take steps to avall 
itself of the flood of mountain water 
that. will come to Southern California 
with the completion of the Los An- 
geles aqueduct, City Attorney Taft to- 
day started to make an investigation. 
The object of his inquiry is to learn 
exactly what steps it is necessary for 
this city to take in order that it may 
be supplied with Owens River water. 
The petition upon which this prelimi- 
nary action was based recited it as 
being = fact that the time has come 
when Santa Monica can no Jonger de- 
pend on its present water sources, but 
must make preparation for the heaith 
and safety of the 50,000 population ex- 
pected within a few years. The peti- 
tioners do not blame the present wa- 
ter corporation, but say they realize 
that the city is making rapid growth 
in all directions, and that wells can- 
not longer be depended upon.

BUYS TENT CLOTH. 


Pomona Valley Body Purchases Ma- 
terial for Use in Fumigation of 
Citrus Trees. 


POMONA, July 13.—The recently or- 
ganized Growers’ Fumigation and Sup- 
ply Company, which has been formed 
to secure facilities to the citrus fruit 
growers of Pomona Valley for better 
fumigation for the eradicatinpn of scale 
and insect pests, has placed an order 
with the New Hampshire cotton mills 
for 70,000 yards of improved material 
for fumigating tents. This material 
will be “made up” into tents for the 
trees. The company has made ar- 
rangements for fumigating wegons and 
will purchase the materials necessary 
for getrerating hydrocyanic gas tor 
the work, cyanide of potassium 
and sulphuric acid. 

Most of the citrus fruit growers of 
the valley are already members of the 
company, Which is coéperative in its 
purpose and is organized to do eco- 
nomical work. Of late years much at- 
tention has been paid in Pomona Val- 
ley to the eradication of scale pests 
that infect citrus groves, whenever 
careful methods. of fumigation are not 


followed.
